Obama Meets Afghan Leader 


Talks with Karzai cap visit to key front in the war on terror 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Democratic presi- 
dential candidate Barack Obama pledged 
steadfast aid to Afghanistan in talks Sunday 
with its Western-backed leader and vowed 
to pursue the war on terror “with vigor” if 
elected, an Afghan official said. 

On the second day of an international tour 
designed to burnish his foreign policy cre- 
dentials, the Illinois senator and a pair of col- 
leagues held two hours of talks with President 
Hamid Karzai at his palace in the capital. 


Obama has chided Karzai for not doing 
more to build confidence in his government, 
which remains weak after the ouster of the 
Taliban in 2001. 

He made no public comment after the 
meeting but said in a written statement that 
his main purpose was to see U.S. troops, thank 
them for their “extraordinary service” and let 
them know the U.S. is proud of them. 

Obama said he and his colleagues were 
talking to military and diplomatic leaders.

Mullen: Iraq Timetable Dangerous 


Joint Chiefs chairman 
says quick pullout may 
jeopardize progress 

WASHINGTON I The Pentagon’s top 
military officer said Sunday a spe- 
cific time frame for withdrawing 
U.S. combat troops from Iraq could 
jeopardize political and economic 
progress, leading to “dangerous 
consequences.” 

Adm. Mike Mullen said the 
agreement between President Bush 
and Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al- 


Maliki to set a “general time hori- 
zon” for bringing more troops home 
was a sign of “healthy negotiations 
for a burgeoning democracy.” 

When asked about the possibility 
of withdrawing all combat troops 
within two years, Mullen said, “I 
think the consequences could be 
very dangerous.” 

“It hard to say exactly what 
would happen. I’d worry about any 
kind of rapid movement out and 
creating instability where we have 
stability,” the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
chairman said.

The best way to determine troops 
levels, he said, is to assess the condi- 
tions on the ground and to consult 
with American commanders — the 
mission Bush has given him. 

Al-Maliki was quoted by a Ger- 
man magazine over the weekend 
as saying U.S. troops should leave 
“as soon as possible,” and he called 
Democrat Barack Obama’s sugges- 
tion of 16 months “the right time- 
frame for a withdrawal.” Later, his 
chief spokesman said the prime

N E w YO R K I Adrienne Radtke plans 
to keep riding her bike to work even 
if gas prices drop.

“I had a paradigm shift,” said 
Pizzini, a financial analyst from 
Pennsylvania. “I spent the money 
on a nice car. But to me, it’s not 
worth it. I don’t think I will go that 
route again.” 

Every economic downturn 
changes shoppers in some way. 
But this time, experts say the new 
behavior — fueled by higher gas

spread that they have seen since 
the mid-1970s.

Paulson: Months of Trouble Ahead 


WASHINGTON I Treasury Secretary 
Henry Paulson sought to reassure 
an anxious public Sunday that the 
banking system is sound, while also 
bracing people for more troubled 
times ahead.

Job Fears Doom 
Gas Tax Proposal 


Shortfall in highway 
fund puts Congress 
in a difficult position 

WASHINGTON I The political vision 
of a summer gas tax holiday died a 
quick death in Congress, losing to 
a view that federal excise taxes on 
gasoline and diesel fuel will have to 
go up if they go anywhere. 

Despite calls from the presiden- 
tial campaign trail for a Memorial 
Day-to-Labor Day moratorium, law- 
makers quickly concluded — with a 
prod from the construction indus- 
try — that having $9 billion less to 
spend on highways could create a 
pre-election specter of thousands 
of job losses. 

Now, lawmakers are talking 
quietly about raising fuel taxes by 
a dime from the current 18.4 cents 
a gallon on gasoline and 24.3 cents 
on diesel fuel. 

With gas prices setting new 
records on a daily basis. Republican 
presidential hopeful John McCain 
and former Democratic candidate 
Hillary Rodham Clinton called for 
a 90 -day suspension of the federal 
fuel tax to give drivers a little relief 
at the pump. The fuel taxes go into 


the Highway Trust Fund, which 
is used for road construction and 
repair and mass transit. 

House Transportation Com- 
mittee Chairman James Oberstar, 
D-Minn., and highway subcom- 
mittee chairman Peter DeFazio, 
D-Ore., presented fellow lawmak- 
ers with a list of how many jobs and 
how much money each state would 
lose — from $30 million and 1,000 
jobs in Vermont to $664 million and 
23,000 jobs in California. 

Just three years ago, that trust 
fund enjoyed a surplus of $10 billion. 
Even without a moratorium, it is 
projected to finish 2009 with a defi- 
cit of $3 billion, a number that could 
grow as Americans drive less. 

The consequence of that short- 
fall is that only about $27 billion 
in federal money will be available 
next year to states and local gov- 
ernments for new infrastructure 
investment. 

Now Congress has to deal with 
the short-term deficit crisis in the 
trust fund and come up with a new 
spending plan, including revisiting 
the gas tax issue, when the current 
six-year, $286 billion highway-tran- 
sit act expires in September 2009.

Election Authority Proposes 
Delay on Key Provincial Vote

Obama Likely to Meet Iraq Leaders 


Presidential candidate 
may talk to al-Maliki, 
U.S. Gen. Petraeus 

BAGHDAD I Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Barack Obama’s 
visit to Iraq for talks with com- 
manders of a war he long opposed 
follows the Iraqi prime minister’s 
apparent endorsement of his troop 
withdrawal plan and a shift by the 
White House away from refusing 
to discuss that option. 

Obama has called for withdraw- 
ing U.S. troops at the rate of one or 


two brigades a month, ending com- 
bat operations within 16 months 
of becoming president. He favors 
leaving behind a residual force to 
protect U.S. personnel, train Iraqi 
security forces and protect against 
counter attacks by al-Qaeda. 

The Illinois senator, challenged 
at every turn on the Iraq issue by 
Republicans, including presiden- 
tial rival Sen. John McCain, was 
expected to arrive in the country 
amid the controversy over com- 
ments by Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki that were supportive of 
Obama’s l6-month timetable.

Obama was visiting as part of a 
congressional delegation that includes 
Sens.

In Iraq, Obama was expected 
to meet with Gen. David Petraeus, 
the top U.S. commander, and al-Ma- 
liki.

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I U.S.-led 
troops and Afghan forces killed nine 
Afghan police Sunday, calling in air- 
strikes and fighting on the ground 
for four hours after both sides mis- 
took the other for militants, Afghan 
officials said. 

The accidental killings occurred 
in the western province of Farah 
near the Iranian border. Provin- 
cial Deputy Gov. Younus Rasuli 
said the foreign troops had not 
informed local officials they were 
coming, and the police thought they 
were enemy fighters.

Blogs, text messages 
help citizens relay news 
amid political violence 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
The photographs of the tortured 
body of an opposition official are 
blurry but chilling. 

Posted on the “This is Zimba- 
bwe” blog, the photos show charred, 
lacerated limbs and blank eyes star- 
ing out from the face of the official. 
Gift Mutsvungunu, frozen in a death 
grimace. A note accompanying the 
pictures says the picture quality is 
bad because the photographer was 
shaking with fear. 

Increasingly, Zimbabweans are 
going online and using cell phone 
text messages to share stories of 
life and death in a country where 
independent traditional media have 
been all but silenced, and from 
which reporters from most interna- 
tional media have been barred.

China Limits Car 
Use for Olympics 


Plan restricts factory 
emissions in effort 
to clear skies of smog 

BEIJING I With the Olympics less 
than three weeks away, Beijing 
began restricting car use and lim- 
iting factory emissions on Sunday 
in a final drastic effort to clear its 
smog- choked skies. 

Under the two-month plan, half 
the capital’s 3.3 million cars will be 
removed from city streets on alter- 
nate days, depending on whether 
the license plate ends in an odd or 
an even number. 

Skies were relatively clear on 
Sunday after some morning haze, 
and traffic was light for a weekend, 
flowing smoothly on highways and 
streets. But the real test will come 
when the work week begins. 

In addition to the traffic plan, 
chemical plants, power stations 
and foundries had to cut emissions 
by 30 percent beginning Sunday.

Service aids those who

WASHINGTON I The D.C. police 
department has set up a new num- 
ber for people with leads about 
crimes to handle anonymous text 
messages: 50411. 

In a city where witnesses often 
are reluctant to come forward for 
fear of retaliation. Chief Cathy L. 
Lanier is hoping to get informa- 
tion about homicides, robberies 
and other crimes anyway she can. 


And so the District is following the 
lead of Boston, Seattle and other 
cities in offering text messaging 
as a new alternative to the usual 
phone calls. 

“It’s a really quick, cool, easy 
way to communicate, and if I don’t 
tap into those people. I’m shooting 
myself in the foot,” Lanier said. 

The District is working with 
GoLiveMobile!, a Colorado-based 
company, to provide the service. 
The FBI is covering the cost. 

Police departments are using a 
variety of numbers for their text- 
a-tip lines. In Fairfax County, peo-

REPUTATION | Two weeks after 
Joshua Lipton was charged in 
a drunken-driving crash that 
seriously injured a woman, the 
20 -year-old college junior attend- 
ed a Halloween party dressed as a 
prisoner. Pictures from the party 
showed him in a black-and-white 
striped shirt and an orange jump- 
suit labeled “Jail Bird.” 

In the age of the Internet, it 
might not be hard to guess what 
happened to those pictures: Some- 
one posted them on the social net- 


working site Facebook. And that 
offered remarkable evidence for 
Jay Sullivan, the prosecutor han- 
dling Lipton’s drunken-driving 
case. 

Sullivan used the pictures to 
paint Lipton as an unrepentant 
partier who lived it up while his 
victim recovered in the hospital. A 
judge agreed, calling the pictures 
depraved when sentencing Lipton 
to two years in prison. 

Online hangouts such as Face- 
book and MySpace have offered 
crime-solving help to detectives and 
have become a resource for employers 
vetting job applicants. Now the sites 
are proving fruitful for prosecutors, 
who have used damaging Internet

photos of defendants to cast doubt 
on their character during sentenc- 
ing hearings and to argue for harsher 
punishment. 

“Social networking sites are just 
another way that people say things 
or do things that come back and 
haunt them,” said Phil Malone, 
director of the cyberlaw clinic 
at Harvard Law School’s Berk- 
man Center for Internet & Soci- 
ety.

Harrington outlasts 
Norman, Poulter to 
repeat at British Open 

BRITISH OPEN I It turns out Pad- 
raig Harrington’s wrist was strong 
enough to hit all the right shots 
in the British Open. Better yet, it 
was strong enough to lift the sil- 
ver claret jug. 

Harrington became the first 
European in more than a century to 
win golfs oldest championship two 
years in a row, smashing a pair of fair- 
way metals into the par 5’s Sunday 
that allowed him to pull away from 
mistake-prone Greg Norman and 
hold off a late charge by Ian Poulter 
for a four-shot victory. 

“I enjoyed the claret jug so much 
I didn’t want to give it back,” Har- 
rington said. 

Harrington managed to shoot 
32 on the back nine to close with 
a 1-under 69. 

And to think he gave himself 
only a 75 percent chance of teeing 
off on Thursday, and only a 50 per- 
cent chance of finishing. 

No one bothered asking him the 
odds of winning. 

The 36-year-old Irishman injured

his right wrist eight days ago, and it 
was so sore when he arrived at Royal 
Birkdale that he stopped practice 
after nine holes on Tuesday and three 
swings on Wednesday. 


But he was at full strength in gusts 
up to 40 mph. He finished at 3-over 
283, becoming the first European 
since James Braid in 1905-06 to win 
the Open in successive years. 

Norman played a familiar role 
as the tragic figure. 

This had all the elements of a 
fairytale. Norman, 53, was on the 
tail end of his honeymoon when 
he wound up with a two-shot lead 
going into the final round and a 
chance to become the oldest major 
champion. Instead, it ended like so 
many other majors when he was in 
his prime. 

“I walk away from here disap- 
pointed, but with my head held 
high, because I hung in there,” 
Norman said. 

Poulter thought he could bring 
England its first British Open since 
1992, playing bogey-free over his 
final 15 holes. He went to the prac- 
tice range in case of a playoff but 
put his clubs away when he saw that 
Harrington eagled the 17th hole. 

“I can only do what I can do,” 
Poulter said. “And I done my best.”

DUO I In the 2006 comedy “Talla- 
dega Nights: The Ballad of Ricky 
Bobby” Will Ferrell and fellow fun- 
nyman John C. Reilly played squab- 
bling best friends vying for the win- 
ner’s cup in the competitive world of 
NASCAR.

Work Ethic of Steel 


After 75 books, the 
famed novelist is 
nowhere near done 

BEST-SELLERS I It’s only 9:33 a.m., 
but already Danielle Steel is hav- 
ing a lousy morning. 

She’s in a Rockefeller Plaza dress- 
ing room, having her hair tugged 
and her makeup tweaked. She’s 
endured questioning from Matt 
Lauer on the “Today” show and soon 
faces a second round with Kathie 
Lee Gifford and Hoda Kotb. 

Steel hates it. 

“This is so not me,” she says. “I 


hate having the spotlight on me. 
I like being the invisible observer. 
So this is very painful.” 

Steel, who turns 6l in August, 
doesn’t need fame: Her name is 
virtually synonymous with the 
romance novel. She doesn’t need 
cash: Some 570 million of her books 
are in print. What she wants is to 
be left alone, to write more. 

So, why would she agree to an 
interview sandwiched between TV 
appearances? “Occasionally, I have 
to stick my nose out the door,” she 
says, warily. “Otherwise, people 
are going to think I’m 100 years 
old and dead.”

What brings her to New York 
and the media glare is her 75th 
book, “Rogue,” the tale of a sober- 
minded psychologist and her play- 
boy ex-husband “whose kisses were 
as intoxicating as everything else 
about him.” When one of the two 
considers remarriage, their lives 
take a turn. 

The novel, which Publishers 
Weekly called “a familiar formu- 


la with fresh results,” debuted at 
No. 4 on The New York Times’ list of 
best-sellers. No. 8 on USA Today’s 
list and No. 6 on the Wall Street 
Journal’s list. 

Atop such lists is a familiar Steel 
perch. Between 1996 and 2003, 
Publishers Weekly reports, 16 of 
her novels were best-sellers, and 
Guinness World Records once cited 
her for having at least one book on 
the Times list for 390 consecutive 
weeks. 

All that, strangely, doesn’t 
calm her. She may have been writ- 
ing novels since she was 19, but 
there’s an insecurity that remains 
untouched. 

“I still never finish a book with- 
out being terrified I can’t write 
another one. I never start one with- 
out being terrified I can’t finish it,” 
she says. “It’s sort of a torturous

While at peace with 
his current gig, an 
‘SNL vet looks ahead 

LADIES’ MAN | Tim Meadows near- 
ly missed his stage debut. He was 
in high school and set to play the 
stage manager in a production of 
“Our Town.” 

“I completely forgot that I had 
to do it ” he recalls, chuckling. “My 
mother called me and said, ‘Do you 


know Miss Gibson? She’s been call- 
ing here all afternoon.’ ‘Oh, my God, 
there’s a play! I gotta go!’ That was 
my first experience in show busi- 
ness, and I was late.” 

He’s since redeemed himself, 
forging a prolific comedic career 
that includes scene-stealing film 
roles (“Mean Girls,” “Walk Hard: 
The Dewey Cox Story”), TV guest 
spots (“The Office,” “Curb Your 
Enthusiasm”) and a lengthy stint 
on “Saturday Night Live.” 


Currently, Meadows is a regu- 
lar on the hit TBS sitcom “The Bill 
Engvall Show,” playing leading 
man Bill’s witty best friend, Paul 
DuFrayne. “It sort of reflected 
my life,” he says of the role. “I was 
going through the same things this 
character was going through: start- 
ing over after a marriage and dat- 
ing again and being awkward and 
finding out that the dating world 
is different than it used to be. That 
appealed to me.” 


Meadows still has dreams of 
being in charge, though. In 2000, 
he co-wrote a pilot after scoring a 
development deal with NBC, but the 
network passed, offering him a role 
on “The Michael Richards Show” 
instead. After that show was can- 
celed, the deal went away. 

Still, Meadows is not one to get 
discouraged. In times like these, he 
remembers a piece of advice from 
“SNL” creator Lome Michaels. 
“He said there was a quote from 
Winston Churchill: ‘Never, never, 
never quit,”’ recalls Meadows. “No 
matter what it is — business, per-

A group of Americans 
shuns consumerism 
to help save the Earth 

Give up worldly goods and help 
save the Earth. 

Oh, and save lots of money. 

As the economy worsens, one 
group of Americans is turning to an 
Earth-friendly way of life as a hard- 
line strategy for saving. The Com- 
pact started a few years ago in San 
Francisco as a group of people who 
vowed to shun consumer culture for 
a year in the name of conservation. 
Now it has more than 9,000 mem- 
bers, and spin-off groups are sprout- 
ing up across the country. 

It seems what’s good for the 
Earth is good for the wallet. 

“You don’t just go out and need- 
lessly shop as a hobby. It’s really kind 
of an eye-opener,” said Julia Park 
Tracey, a mother of five in Alame- 
da, Calif., who swears she isn’t a 
“crunchy granola hippie.” 

Since Tracey joined in January, 
the Compact has turned a floodlight 
on her family’s frivolous spending 
— scented lotions, flavored lattes, 
iPod accessories. They no longer 
dry-clean their clothes, and they 
make their own cat food. 

“All that was money out the 
window. We could not keep going 
like that and make ends meet,” 
said Tracey, whose budget is being 
stretched thin by escalating food 


and gas prices. 

What makes the Compact com- 
pelling for average Americans is that 
there are no hard-and-fast rules; 
You won’t be ostracized for buying 
a designer handbag or any other 
slips in consumerism. Members 
simply try to conserve the best they 
can. When necessary, they borrow, 
barter or buy secondhand. Food and 
hygienic purchases are OK, but the 
idea is to cut back there, too. 

The goals sound a lot like those 
of a growing population of Ameri- 
cans squeezed by inflation. 

Food prices in April rose the 
most they have in a month in 18 
years and are rising at a rate well 
above last year’s increase. Milk costs 
10.2 percent more now than it did 
a year ago. 

A gallon of regular unleaded gas, 
meanwhile, reached an average of 
$4,105 Friday. 

On Wednesday, the Labor

Department said consumer prices 
rose 1.1 percent in June, nearly the 
fastest pace in a generation. 

The conservation movement 
has moved into the mainstream, 
too, making the principles behind 
the Compact an easier sell for those 
looking to save. 

“People are coming for all differ- 
ent reasons, with credit card debt 
or others who say. My kids are so 


materialistic and out of control’,” 
said John Perry, founder of the 
Compact. 

In just the last year, more than 
3,000 people have joined the Com- 
pact. That doesn’t include the two 
dozen local groups that have sprung 
up across the country. 

Perry didn’t start the Compact 
to save money, but it’s one of the 
lifestyle’s intrinsic perks. He saves 
at least a couple hundred dollars a 
month, which leaves more cash for 
charity, his mortgage and his chil- 
dren’s savings accounts. 

Cutting out dry cleaning and 
Starbucks alone is saving Tracey’s 
family $250 a month. Biking and 
walking conserves not just oil, but 
also piles of gas money. 

Gone, too, are the mindless drug 
store sprees during which Tracey 
would blow $100 or more on cos- 
metics and snacks. 

“The real surprise is that it’s so 
much easier than you would think,” 
Perry said. “If you hang on, it’s like 
dieting — the hunger goes away.” 

Since so much of consumerism 


focuses on making upgrades — 
faster gadgets, the newest sneakers 
— ending such purchases isn’t even 
all that painful. Perry said. 

Critics say the U.S. economy 
would cave in if enough people 
radically pulled back on spending. 
But even in a downturn, the ranks 
of the Compact likely won’t grow 
large enough to pose any threat to 
the nation’s manufacturers. 

A sudden en masse withdrawal 
from consumerism might shock 
the economy at first, but indus- 
tries would likely adjust and per- 
haps even become more efficient 
over time, said Brian Bethune, an 
economist with Global Insight. 

Higher fuel prices, for example, 
are spiking demand for smaller cars 
and in turn hurting U.S. automak- 
ers, Bethune said. But that means 
car companies need to adjust their 
strategies, he said. 

“There are different levels of 
adherence. It’s what makes sense to 
your economic or personal condi- 
tions,” said Rachel Kesel, a founder 
of the Compact, candice choi (ap)
